and confused fighting continued 
near the famed temple ruins at 
Angkor, 
Cambodia's

tourist attraction six miles north 
of Siem Reap. Communist 
forces took the airfield Sunday 
morning, but government troops 
and Cambodian Air Force MIG 
jets drove them out in the af- 


ternoon, the spokesman said. 


He reported that the airfield 


still was not sufficiently secure 
for planes to land there. Instead 
reinforcements were being 
flown toBattambang, 60 miles to 
the southwest, and then trucked 
to the battle in vehicles supplied 
by Communist China before the 
overthrow of Prince Norodom 


Sihanouk. 


The U.S. Command 
an- 


nounced the loss of three air- 
planes, including a Marine 
fighter-bomber and an Army 
observation plane shot down 
Sunday. The pilot of the fighter- 
bomber was rescued but the 
second

spokesmen said. 


The Command said an Air 


Force reconnaissance plane was 
believed shot down Thursday 
north of Saigon and the two 
crewmen were missing. 


In the second such incident in

and wounding 16, spokesmen 
said. One American soldier with 
the Vietnamese troops was 
wounded. 


Enemy troops twice shelled 


and launched ground attacks 
against a South Vietnamese 
militia outpost early today 64 


miles east-northeast of Saigon. 
Six enemy were reported slain 
while government losses were 
put at eight killed and nine 
wounded. 


The U.S. Command reported 


37 enemy shellings in South 
Vietnam during the 24-hour 
period ending at 8 a.m. today 
and said that 12 of the attacks 


caused casualties or damage. 
Three Americans were wounded 
but none killed, the Command 
said.

The protesters 
pelted the officers with rocks 
and other missiles, then fled and 
regrouped on other streets.

demonstrators had dispersed on 
their own. A squad of about 100 
officers holding hard plastic riot 
shields made a final sweep of the 
streets. Then most of the of- 
ficers left.

House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today recommended 
$365.8 million in construction 
money for the next year of the 
embattled 
Safeguard 
an- 


tiballistic missile program. 


It is $30 million more than has 


been appropriated for the past 
three fiscal years and is for use 
during the year starting July 1. 
It is separate from weapons 
procurement 
money, which 


amounts to hundreds of millions 
more dollars. 


The Safeguard money was 


included in a $1.99 billion 
military construction bill sent to 
the House floor for consideration 
later this week. This is $435.7 
million more than was provided 
for the current year but $137.7 
million less than was requested. 


Critics of the Safeguard 


program contend it is unneeded, 
too costly and is goading the 
Soviets into a renewed arms 
race. 


The Senate narrowly ap-

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Clamor For Equal Education

"One man, one vote” is the law, if not the perfect practice, in 
every state. Many concerned citizens are arguing that "one school 
student, one standard of school expenditure” ought to be the rule 
within every state as well. 


It is no secret that striking differences exist between states in 
the amount of money spent on education. According to the National 
Committee for the Support of the Public Schools, expenditures for 
the academic year 1989-70 ranged from a low of $438 in Alabama to 
a high of $1,251 in New York. Yet the differences between school 
districts within the same state may be just as great. New York has 
districts which spend less than $500 per pupil and others which 
spend more than $1,500. 
In 1987, per pupil expenditures in 
California ranged from $274 in its poorest district to $1,710 in its 
wealthiest, and in Michigan from $394 to $915. "No state,” says the 
committee, "is without significant ranges in per pupil ex­ 
penditure.” 


This is not just a problem of the inner cities. Rural areas and 
bedroom communities whose taxable wealth consists almost ex­ 
clusively of low to middle-value residential properties are finding 
this an increasingly inadequate base to support the many school- 
age children of young families attracted to these communities. In 
contrast, prestigious suburbs with shopping centers and high- 
priced homes and above-average Income easily generate resources 
to purchase superior school services. So do areas with high con­ 
centrations of industry. 
The states have various aid formulas 
which favor poor districts over rich, but these mainly provide a 
minimum floor of support while doing little to equalize disparities 
in local wealth 


This long-standing public policy, which permits the quality of a 
child's education to be determined more by the accident of 
residence than any other factor, is coming under sharp attack. 
State educational finance systems which permit such Inequities 
are, in fact, unconstitutional, critics claim, and they are using the 
same article of the Constitution under which the Supreme Court 
laid down its famous "one man, one vote” doctrine to spearhead 
attacks on these systems in the courts. The Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment states in part that no state shall "deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws " 


The only case to reach the Supreme Court thus far arose in 
Chicago In "Mclnnis vs. Ogilvie,” the plaintiffs asked that Illinois 
legislation which provided for and permitted the distribution of 
public monies "not baaed upon the educational needs of children" 
and which "resulted in unequal per pupil expenditures" be 
declared unconstitutional and a permanent injunction be granted 
A three-judge federal district court, while recognizing the 
inequities and conceding that "presumably students receiving a 
$1000 education were better educated than those acquiring a MOO 
schooling." dismissed the suit because it neither found the Illinois 
statutes discriminatory or arbitrary nor c<*ild it discern any 
"judicially manageable standards" upon which to grant relief On 
appeal, the U J. Supreme Court summarily affirmed the district 
court without oral argument or formal opinion

All State's Drivers In 
Computerized File 


Six months ahead of schedule, 


the 
Department 
of 
Motor 


Vehicles has finished the four- 
year job of computerizing the 
"driver file" of every holder of a 
driver's license in California, 
DMV Director Robert C. Cozens 
has announced. 


The final license numbers — 


those ending in 99 — were 
transcribed from file drawers to 
electronic storage, along with 
vital information about each 
licensee. 


"This is a good time to remind 


every California motorist," said 
Cozens, "Thatevery time he has 
a traffic citation and is found 
guilty in court or forfeits bail, 
the fact is entered 
in his 


'violation point count' record. 
Most violations count one point; 
major violations count two." 


Three violation points in one 


year, six in two years or eight in 
three years flag a driver as 
"negligent" and he can expect a 


warning letter from DMV. If 
more violations follow, the 
pressure to improve his driving 
becomes more emphatic. 


A driver's record also tells 


whether he has ignored a traffic 
citation by being a "no show" in 
court or has failed to pay a fine. 
In either case he won't get his 
license renewed until he has 
settled with the court.

driver is now at the fingertips of 
any judge or officer of the law 
with access to the statewide 
California Law Enforcement

Unofficially, he has given her 
the name Eileen. 


"I don't want her to go to court 


and be raffled off," said the 
policeman, who with the aid of a 
police chaplain has applied to 
adopt the baby through the 
Department of Child Welfare.

Robert Carroll said his agency 
would investigate the case. 


Scott and his wife Dolores 


have a son and two daughters. 
They own their own home in the 
Flatbush section of Brooklyn. 


"There's plenty of room for 


living," said Scott, "and more 
than enough love."

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Red Bluff G<>' W rites From Europe 
By MARGARET ROSS 
Margaret Ross is a daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Larry Ross of 
Red Bluff, graduate of Red Bluff 
High School, former Daily News 
women’s page editor, and a 
Stanford University student. 
It’s a warm, sunny afternoon 
in the French Tourraine, and I 
am sitting on my balcony, which 
overlooks the city of Tours. 


I have been in France since 
the end of March. I am studying 
with 78 other American students 
of 
Stanford 
University’s 
Overseas Campus Program. 
I 
will be here at least through 
August, but there is a strong 
possibility that I will remain in 
Europe for a longer period of 
time. 
As I look around the room, my 
eye is caught by a large map of 
Europe placed next to my bed. 
Five or six little red pins wink 
back at me in remembrance of 
places I’ve been, and a train of 
postcards down my cupboard 
walls 
adds 
color 
to 
the 
memories. 
France is beautiful at this 
time of year. The flowers are 
blooming, the gardens are 
immaculately tended, and the 
pastry shops are producing 
racks and facks of fresh 
strawberry cakes and tarts. 
The cnerries are ripe now, but 
those are still imported from 
Spain. We eat Jaffa grapefruit, 
Martinique 
bananas, 
and 
Moroccan “blood” oranges, a 
luscious, tangy fruit which, 
when peeled, reveals a blood-red 
meat. 
Most of our other food comes 
from the French provinces — 
shellfish from Marseille and the 
Cote 
d’Azur, 
fruit 
and 
vegetables from the Tourraine, 
butter from Brittany, and wine 
or champagne from almost any 
province of France. 
Our campus is located in the 
heart of Vouvray, a region 
famous 
for 
white 
wines, 
champagnes and old castles. 
The rocky hills channeling the 
Loire are dotted with wine 
caves, on hot afternoons, it's 


great to slip in their cold 
darkness for a “degustation.” 
Winter was exceptionally long 
and hard all over Europe, and 
spring was quite late in coming. 
All of us were glad when our 
first quarter field trip ap­ 
proached, and we could escape 
to Italy for two weeks of sun­ 
shine and warmth. 
We spent most of the vacation 
in Rome. It was wonderful to 
walk in that hot Italian sunshine 
and to lie in the Forum grass 
with a creamy scoop of gelati. 
Gelati was the first word we 
learned. 
It means ice cream 
and, of course, Italy is famous 
for the stuff! 
There’s a wonderful little ice 
cream store just off Rome’s 
Piazza Navona. 
I remember 
passing several 
lovely af­ 
ternoons there when our achy 
feet were too tired to shuffle 
another step and our minds were 
too boggled by Roman ruins and 
baroque basilicas. That was the 
time to relax with a “tartuffe,” 
a glass of iced water, and the 
afternoon Herald Tribune. 
We did all of the touristy 
things at all of the touristy times 
and had a marvelous trip. 
On our last night in Rome, we 
threw our coins in the Trevi 
fountain to insure our return and 
then walked up Michelangelo’s 
Campodoglio to say good-bye to 
the statue of Marcus Aurelius, 
the Forum and the Colosseum. 
I wondered if anything could 
equal Rome, but I hadn’t been to 
Florence yet. Three days were 
not even an introduction to this 
magnificent city. 
I gave up any thoughts of 
visiting all the museums and 
spent two mornings visiting with 
Michelangelo’s David and the 
Unfinished Slaves in the tiny 
Museo dell'Academia. 
It seems funny to think of 
“stumbling” from treasure to 
treasure, but Florence is so rich 
in art and beauty that one’s 
senses are literally assaulted by 


Armed with my trusty* copy of 
Traveller’s Guide to Europe's 
Art, I would go leather shopping 


in the afternoons, knowing full 
well that I wouldn’t get two 
blocks without running into the 
Medici tombs of Ghiberti’s 
“Doors of Paradise.” 
But again, my last memory of 
Florence is one of food — fresh 
strawberries and lemon sherbet 
on the Ponte Vecchio before the 
train pulled out for Paris. 
How many times have I been 
to Paris? I really don’t know. 
But each time is more exciting 
than the time before. I could tell 
you about the Matisse exhibit at 
the Palais Royal or the Tour 
d’Eiffel, but I’d much rather 
talk about the little galleries on 
the Rive Gauche or getting up 
early in the morning to go to the 
great central market of France, 
Les Halles. 
Parris is famous for its art, 
but, in addition to the great 
museums, there are scores of 
little galleries all over the city, 
specializing in everything from 
Toulouse-Lautrec posters to 
Miro lithos and Picasso vases. 
All of them are happy to show 
you their collections, even when 
it’s quite obvious that you are 
just an itinerant student who 
couldn’t possibly afford that 
Steinberg pen and ink. 
Early one morning I forced 
myself out of bed and caught the 
Metro (subway) Les Halles to 
watch the buying and selling of 
the produce. Les Halles opens at 
two in the morning, and it's an 
“in” thing to go there for a bowl 
of onion soup after an evening at 
the theatre. 
All roads lead to Paris, so 
consequently all produce, meats 
and fish come to the great 
central 
market 
for 
redistribution to the provinces. 
Butchers in bloody aprons 
hack at great sides of meat; the 
floor is slippery with ice 
discarded from the chilled 
seafood; and great orange 
lobsters and and crayfish, tiny 
brown snails, as well as eels in 
all sizes and shapes, rest next to 
carp and blue trout 
In another section of the 
market, men were unloading 
crates 
of 
California 


strawberries besides baskets of 
berries from Holland and the 
French provinces! Pineapples, 
avocadoes, and mountains of 
huge, 
delicious 
looking 
mushrooms rested quietly in 
their boxes, waiting for one of 
the rushing figures in a soiled 
apron to mark them bought or 
sold. 
After the rush of the big 
market, it’s time to amble 
through one of the exhibits in the 
Tuilleries museums before 
dawdling over a big lunch in one 
of the countless little cafes. 
In the afternoon, I met one of 
my young friends who lives in 
Paris and decided to go boating 
on the lake in the Bois du 
Bolcgne. But the line was too 
long, so, instead, we plopped 
down on the grass and I pulled 
out my copy of Hemingway in an 
attempt to do some of that 
homework which was due 
Tuesday morning. After all, this 
is a working vacation! 
But I’m not in Paris now, I’m 
back in Tours, faced by the 
prospect of an econ quiz 
tomorrow. 
It’s hard to con­ 
centrate though when the wind 
is rustling the green leaves, and 
a black cat is playing on the 
grass three stories below me. 
I was in Amsterdam recently 
for almost a week. It was in­ 
credibly beautiful. 
The tulips 
were blooming at the Keukenhof 
Gardens, and the city itself was 
alive with color. 
Again it was a working 
holiday. In the daytime, I ex­ 
plored the canals and wondered 
through the Rijksmuseum. 
In 
the evenings, I sat by the win­ 
dow in my little pension-hotel 
and hassled 
those irregular 
French verbs 
and 
deficit 
spending problems — that is, 
when I wasn’t rereading The 
Diary of Anne Frank. 
The house of this little girl in 
Amsterdam is one of the most 
poignant places 
I have ever 
seen. A series of small, rottenly 
furnished rooms housed a 
melange of eight people for two 
years during the bitte*est part of 
the Nazi occupation. 


Today the house is maintained 
for the public free of charge by a 
non-profit Anne Frank Foun­ 
dation. 
It is a reminder to 
everyone that we must not 
forget the past. Unfortunately 
though, it is rumored that this 
fine foundation will soon be 
forced to close because of a lack 
of funds — a thought which 
makes me terribly sad. 
The Dutch hate the Germans. 
I wonder if they will ever forgive 
the Rhineland for the terrible 
punishments 
inflicted 
on 
Holland during the Occupation? 
One is constantly reminded 
that the Dutch have not and will 
not forget the indignities that 
they have suffered. I am sure 
that this is one reason why the 
Dutch, as well as so many other 
Europeans, take such an active 
interest in foreign affairs. 
Having been hurt so deeply 
themselves, it is very easy for 
them to empathize with the 
struggles of oppressed peoples 
in other parts of the world. 
I missed Marja Samson on 
this trip. She was the American 
Field Service exchange student 
to Red Bluff when I was a senior 
in 1968. There was a letter from 
her though when I returned to 
Tours. I will be going back to 
Holland to 
visit with her, 
possibly over my three week 
break. 
We have a long vacation 
between the two quarters, and 
this will start in about two 
weeks. I bought a Eurail Pass, 
along with a lot of my friends, 
and this lets us travel wherever 
and whenever we want 
I plan to go to Switzerland, 
then probably up through 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, and 
both parts of Germany. Then 
again, I 
may never leave 
Switzerland! 
My plans are 
subject to change every five 
minutes. 
Many of my friends will be 
going back to school next fall, 
but some of us would like to stay 
over and work. I would like to 
bring a small tour over here 
next summer, so 1 am checking 
the possibilities of doing that.

End Of The Surtax

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
Reagan administration faced a 
mounting fiscal dilemma today; 
how to meet a new budget crisis 
and still get relief for property 
taxpayers and more help for 
schools. 
State money experts advise 
the legislature tonight just how 
bad the 1970-71 budget crisis is. 
Gov. Reagan has confirmed 
preliminary guesses that the 
new budget may be from $100 
million to $200 million in the red, 
partly because cooling of the 
economy has cut down revenue 
estimates from taxes. 
Reagan also said a cause was 
welfare and Medi-cal costs. 
Those programs would have to 
be cut to get the budget back in 
balance, he said. 
Other aspects of the tangled 
fiscal web: 
— Reagan's $1 billion tax shift 
plan gets a hearing before the 
Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee this Wednesday. 
—

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pay 
envelopes grow a little fatter 
next month when the income tax 
surcharge, imposed in Lyndon 
B. Johnson’s last year as 
president to help pay for the 
Vietnam war, becomes history. 
The tax, originally 10 per cent, 
was cut in half last January and 
dies altogether July 1, the day 
the government’s new fiscal 
year begins. 
Its passing will 
cost $4.5 billion in federal 
revenue. 
But strapped as the Nixon 
administration is for cash, with 
budget deficits predicted for the 
old and the new fiscal years, the 
surtax’s death may help provide 
something needed even more: 
consumer buying to help end the 
near-recession 
before 
the 
N ovem ber 
congressional 
elections. 
As a result primarily of the 
surtax’s political unpopularity, 
the 
Nixon administration is 
sticking currently to its plan to 
let it fade away. 


But Nixon has pledged to ask 
Congress for new taxes next 
January if conditions don’t 
improve. 
He already has 
requested a new tax on gasoline 
containing !ead. 
He is content for now to let a 
small deficit — estimated by his 
planners at $1.8 billion for the 
year beginning in July — stand, 
mainly because his analysts say 
it is caused by a drop in cor­ 
porate income taxes brought on 
by the business doldrums. 
Ending the surtax won’t mean 
much to the average taxpayer — 
an extra 70 cents a week for 
four-member families with 
$5,000 yearly incomes, $1.70 if 
income is $10,000 — but taken 
together it will be a substantial 
economic stimulant matching 
the one that accompanied the 
January cut. 
The cut will be especially 
welcome to taxpayers with 
incomes of $5,000, because their 
with-holding taxes actually rose 
in January despite the surtax 
reduction

All State's Drivers In 
Computerized File 


Six months ahead of schedule, 


the 
Department 
of Motor 


Vehicles has finished the four- 
year job of computerizing the 
"driver file" of every holder of a 
driver's license in California, 
DMV Director Robert C. Cozens 
has announced. 


The final license numbers — 


those ending in 99 — were 
transcribed from file drawers to 
electronic storage, along with 
vital information about each 
licensee. 


"This is a good time to remind 


every California motorist," said 
Cozens, "That every time he has 
a traffic citation and is found 
guilty in court or forfeits bail, 
the 
fact 
is entered 
in 
his 


'violation point count' record. 
Most violations count one point; 
major violations count two." 


Three violation points in one 


year, six in two years or eight in 
three years flag a driver as 
"negligent" and he can expect a 


warning letter from DMV. If 
more violations follow, the 
pressure to improve his driving 
becomes more emphatic. 


A driver's record also tells 


whether he has ignored a traffic 
citation by being a "no show" in 
court or has failed to pay a fine. 
In either case he won't get his 
license renewed until he has 
settled with the court.

driver is now at the fingertips of 
any judge or officer of the law 
with access to the statewide 
California Law Enforcement

(CLETS).

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Often Baffling To Girls

by teen-age girls reveal that 
"Boys" is the most fascinating 
of 
all 
subjects 
to girls 


everywhere. That being the 
case, here are some tips for 
teen-age girls which may help 
them to understand boys and get 
along with them better. Some 
girls need no coaching and 
usually hit it off just great with 
boys, but even these fortunate 
ones are sometimes baffled by 
the way boys act. 


For instance, one type of boy 


which girls frequently write 
about is the "warm pal" boy 
who is always cordial but is 
never cozy. In other words, he is 
enthusiastically friendly when 
you see him but makes no move 
to become your boy friend. 


If you happen to be a girl who 


is especially attracted to such a 
boy-pal, you will have a tough, 
discouraging job to convert him 
to a boy friend — any time soon, 
at least. This type of boy likes 
everybody and everybody likes 
him. He is capable, sharp, 
pleasant, enthusiastic. Best of 
all, when he meets you in the 
hall at school or at a dance, he 
bubbles over with pleasure in 
seeing you. There is a hitch, 
however, he just doesn't get the 
message that you are interested 
in him as something more than 
just a pal. He has no thought of 
becoming your boy friend. 


There are two different 


reasons why a boy sometimes 
acts like this. One is that he may 
be purposely maintaining his 
own "independence" so he can 
be free to do whatever he wants 
to do without having to consider 
a girl friend's wishes. Another 
possible and quite different 
reason is that the boy may feel 
extremely unsure of himself 
with girls — in spite of his 
outgoing personality. He may 
have a secret fear that girls will 
dislike him if they know him on a 
close, personal-relationship 
basis So he avoids any danger 
of learning that girls might not 
like him by steering clear of 
entanglements. 


In either case, if you are at- 


tracted to such a boy, take it 
slow and easy. Do not try to 
force the boy to commit himself 
because it will probably frighten 
him off. Be patient and hope that 
he will discover you as ex- 
ceptionally nice company and 


will want to spend more time 
with you. 


Another type of boy who often 


baffles girls is the shy one who 
won't come out of his shell and 
become friends. You feel cerUvn 
that he would make a wonderful 
dating companion and perhaps 
an excellent boy friend if he 
wasn't so afraid to talk to you. 
It's enough to drive a girl out of 
her mind when some nice- 
looking boy just won't open up 
and talk to her. 


There are several reasons 


why this type of boy may be 
reluctant to. make friends with 
girls, the principal one being 
that the boy does not think well 
of himself. He believes he is a 
NOTHING. He is afraid to talk 
to girls because he thinks 
whatever he says will come out 
sounding dumb. 


If you find yourself attracted 


to a shy boy, do whatever you 
can to be friendly without being 
"pushy" or giving him any idea 
you are chasing him. What this 
boy needs is self-assurance. If 
you can help him to acquire it, 
he is sure to feel grateful. 


When you meet him at school 


or elsewhere, do your best to 
carry on a cheery, nonpersonal 
conversation (it may have to be 
one-sided for a while), about the 
weather, yesterday's game, or 
whatever subject you believe 
might make it easy for the boy to 
talk. Little by little you can help 
him discover that you are 
genuinely interested in what he 
has to say and that you consider 
him an especially attractive 
person.

NEWPORT, R.I. (AP) — It’s 
the world’s oldest and most 
famous sailing prize — the 
American’s Cup, Holy Grail of 
yachtsmen. 
For more than a century this 
ornate, bottomless silver mug 
has lured rich gentlemen and 
gifted sailors to bring their 
country’s finest racing yachts to 
Yankee shores. 
All have failed to win it. 
But this year may be dif­ 
ferent. For the first time two 
nations have entered challenges 
— France and Australia. 
This is the third try in eight 
years for the Aussies, with 
Sydney newspaper owner Sir 
Frank Packer heading a syn­ 


dicate bringing the all-new 
Gretel II, whose designer, Alan 
Payne, says “I think we have a 
chance.” 
The French group, led by 
Baron 
Marcel 
Bich, 
the 
ballpoint pen tycoon, is also 
bringing a new boat named 
France. The group indicates it is 
ready to spend and spend in the 
contest where only the very 
wealthy need apply. “We have 
prepared ourselves the best way 
we know how,” says Bich’s son, 
Bruno. 
After long drills and tuneups, 
these two boats and their crews 
will begin in mid-August the 
crucial final trials to determine 
which will be the challenger. 
There would have been two 


more challengers, but groups in 
Great Britain and Greece bailed 
out. They had jumped in with 
challenges 
in 
1967 
after 
Australia’s Dame Pattie was 
trounced in four straight races 
by the defender, Intrepid. 
There are also three groups of 
Americans jockeying for the 
right to defend the historic mug 
— two new boats plus an In­ 
trepid so greatly revised and 
edited as to be considered a new 
one. 
The one watched closest is 
Valiant, 
designed by 
Olin 
Stephens, who has been in on the 
plans for every America’s Cup 
defender but one since 1937. 
Syndicate head Robert W. 
McCullough of Riverside, Conn., 


has signed up at least nine 
veterans of the 1967 Cup cam ­ 
paign, as crew — and he will be 
her helmsman. 
The other new one is Heritage, 
from Charlie Morgan of St. 
Petersburg, Fla. He designed 
her, completed model 
tests, 
built her in his own boatyard, 
made the sails himself — and 
now is also going to skipper her 
in the trials. 
The Intrepid group, with the 
boat that left Australia’s best far 
behind in 1967, made drastic 
alternations to the hull, plus a 
new deck layout and lighter 
gear. Bill Ficker of Newport 
Beach, Calif., former World Star 
Class champion, will be her 
skipper. 


America’s Cup competition is 
in match races, two 12-meters 
fighting it out over a 24.3 mile 
triangular course with three 
tacking legs. It’s a best-of-seven 
race series. 
The preliminary trials begin 
today on Long Island Sound, but 
these are just four days of 
shakedown runs and tryouts 
with a chance to spy on what the 
rival boats are using.

But Shy Boys Are

everywhere. That being the 
case, here are some tips for 
teen-age girls which may help dating companion and perhaps 
deet an excellent boy friend if he 


will want to spend more time 
with you. 


Another type of boy who often 


baffles girls is the shy one who 
won't come out of his shell and 
become friends. You feel certain 
that he would make a wonderful 


them to understand boys and get 
along with them better. Some 
girls need no coaching and 
usually hit it off just great with 
boys, but even these fortunate 
ones are sometimes baffled by 
the way boys act. 


For instance, one type of boy

There is a hitch, 
however, he just doesn't get the 
message that you are interested 
in him as something more than 
just a pal. He has no thought of 
becoming your boy friend. 


There are two different 


reasons why a boy sometimes 
acts like this. One is that he may 
be purposely maintaining his 
own "independence" so he can 
be free to do whatever he wants 
to do without having to consider 
a girl friend's wishes.

Margaret Ross is a daughter 


of Mr. and Mrs Larry Ross of 
Red Bluff, graduate of Red Bluff 
High School, former Daily News 
women's page editor, and a 
Stanford University student. 


It's a warm, sunny afternoon 


in the French Tourraine, and I 
am sitting on my balcony, which 
overlooks the city of Tours. 


I have been in France since 


the end of March. I am studying 
with 78 other American students 
of 
Stanford 
University's 


Overseas Campus Program. 
I 


will be here at least through 
August, but there is a strong 
possibility that I will remain in 
Europe for a longer period of 
time. 


As I look around the room, my 


eye is caught by a large map of 
Europe placed next to my bed. 
I* ivc *-** six ii^uC rc\j pins \v*rv»> 
back at me in remembrance of 
places I've been, and a train of 
postcards down my cupboard 
walls 
adds 
color 
to 
the 


memories. 


France is beautiful at this 


time of year. The flowers are 
blooming, the gardens are 
immaculately tended, and the 
pastry shops are producing 
racks and racks of fresh 
strawberry cakes and tarts. 


The cnerries are ripe now, but 


those are still imported from 
Spain. We eat Jaffa grapefruit, 
Martinique 
bananas, 
and 


Moroccan "blood" oranges, a 
luscious, tangy fruit which, 
when peeled, reveals a blood-red 
meat. 


Most of our other food comes 


from the French provinces — 
shellfish from Marseille and the 
Cote 
d'Azur, 
fruit 
and 


vegetables from the Tourraine, 
butter from Brittany, and wine 
or champagne from almost any 
province of France. 


Our campus is located in the 


heart of Vouvray, a region 
famous 
for 
white 
wines, 


champagnes and old castles. 
The rocky hills channeling the 
Loire are dotted with wine 
caves; on hot afternoons, it's 


great to slip in their cold 
darkness for a "degustation." 


Winter was exceptionally long 


and hard all over Europe, and 
spring was quite late in coming. 
All of us were glad when our 
first quarter field trip ap- 
proached, and we could escape 
to Italy for two weeks of sun- 
shine and warmth. 


We spent most of the vacation 


in Rome. It was wonderful to 
walk in that hot Italian sunshine 
and to lie in the Forum grass 
with a creamy scoop of gelati. 


Gelati was the first word we 


learned 
It meaas ice cream 


and, of course, Italy is famous 
for the stuff! 


There's a wonderful little ice 


cream store just off Rome's 
Piazza Navona. 
I remember 


passing several 
lovely af- 


ternoons there when our achy 
feet were too tired to shuffle 
another step and our minds were 
too boggled by Roman ruins and 
baroque basilicas That was the 
time to relax with a "tartuffe," 
a glass of iced water, and the 
afternoon Herald Tribune. 


We did all of the touristy 


things at all of the touristy times 
and had a mai-velous trip. 


On our last night in Rome, we 


threw our coins in the Trevi 
fountain to insure our return and 
then walked up Michelangelo's 
Campodoglio to say good-bye to 
the statue of Marcus Aurelius, 
the Forum and the Colosseum. 


I wondered if anything could 


equal Rome, but I hadn't been to 
Florence yet. Three days were 
not even an introduction to this 
magnificent city. 


I gave up any thoughts of 


visiting all the museums and 
spent two mornings visiting with 
Michelangelo's David and the 
Unfinished Slaves in the tiny 
Museo dell'Academia. 


It seems funny to think of 


"stumbling" from treasure to 
treasure, but Florence is so rich 
in art and beauty that one's 
senses are literally assaulted by 
it. 


Armed with my trusty copy of 


Traveller's Guide to Europe's 
Art, I would go leather shopping 


in the afternoons, knowing full 
well that I wouldn't get two 
blocks without running into the 
Medici tombs of Ghiberti's 
"Doors of Paradise." 


But again, my last memory of 


Florence is one of food — fresh 
strawberries and lemon sherbet 
on the Ponte Vecchio before the 
train pulled out for Paris. 


How many times have I been 


to Paris? I really don't know. 
But each time is more exciting 
than the time before. I could tell 
you about the Matisse exhibit at 
the Palais Royal or the Tour 
d'Eiffel, but I'd much rather 
talk about the little galleries on 
the Rive Gauche or getting up 
early in the morning to go to the 
great central market of France, 
Les Halles. 


Parris is famous for its art, 


but, in addition to the great 
museums, there are scores of 
littlp galleries all over the city, 
specializing in everything from 
Toulouse-Lautrec posters to 
Miro lithos and Picasso vases. 
All of them are happy to show 
you their collections, even when 
it's quite obvious that you are 
just an itinerant student who 
couldn't possibly 
afford that 


Steinberg pen and ink. 


Early one morning I forced 


myself out of bed and caught the 
Metro (subway) Les Halles to 
watch the buying and selling of 
the produce. Les Halles opens at 
two in the morning, and it's an 
"in" thing to go there for a bowl 
of onion soup after an evening at 
the theatre. 


All roads lead to Paris, so 


consequently all produce, meats 
and fish come to the great 
central 
market 
for 


redistribution to the provinces. 


Butchers in bloody 
aprons 


hack at great sides of meat; the 
floor is slippery 
with ice 


discarded from the chilled 
seafood; and great orange 
lobsters and and crayfish, tiny 
hrown snails, as well as eels in 
all sizes and shapes, rest next to 
carp and blue trout 


In another section 
of the 


market, men were unloading 
crates 
of 
California 


strawberries besides baskets of 
berries from Holland and the 
French provinces! Pineapples, 
avocadoes, and mountains of 
huge, 
delicious 
looking 


mushrooms rested quietly in 
their boxes, waiting for one of 
the rushing figures in a soiled 
apron to mark them bought or 
sold. 


After the rush of the big 


market, it's time to amble 
through one of the exhibits in the 
Tuilleries museums 
before 


dawdling over a big lunch in one 
of the countless little cafes. 


In the afternoon, I met one of 


my young friends who lives in 
Paris and decided to go boating 
on the lake in the Bois du 
Bologne. But the line was too 
long, so, instead, we plopped 
down on the grass and I pulled 
out my copy of Hemingway in an 
attempt to do some of that 
homework which was 
due 


Tuesday morning. After all, this 
is a working vacation! 


But I'm not in Paris now, I'm 


back in Tours, faced by the 
prospect 
of an econ quiz 


tomorrow. 
It's hard to con- 


centrate though when the wind 
is rustling the green leaves, and 
a black cat is playing on the 
grass three stories below me. 


I was in Amsterdam recently 


for almost a week. It was in- 
credibly beautiful. 
The tulips 


were blooming at the Keukenhof 
Gardens, and the city itself was 
alive with color. 


Again it was a working 


holiday. In the daytime, I ex- 
plored the canals and wondered 
through the Rijksmuseum. 
In 


the evenings, I sat by the win- 
dow in my little pension-hotel 
and hassled 
those 
irregular 


French 
verbs 
and deficit 


spending problems — that is, 
when I wasn't rereading The 
Diary of Anne Frank, 


The house of this little girl in 


Amsterdam is one of the most 
poignant places 
I have ever 


seen. A series of small, rottenly 
furnished rooms housed 
a 


melange of eight people for two 
years during the bitte* est part of 
the Nazi occupation. 


Today the house is maintained 


for the public free of charge by a 
non-profit Anne Frank Foun- 
dation. 
It is a reminder to 


everyone that we must not 
forget the past 
Unfortunately 


though, it is rumored that this 
fine foundation will soon be 
forced to close because of a lack 
of funds — a thought which 
makes me terribly sad 


The Dutch hate the Germans. 


I wonder if they will ever forgive 
the Rhineland for the terrible 
punishments 
inflicted 
on 


Holland during the Occupation? 


One is constantly reminded 


that the Dutch have not and will 
not forget the indignities that 
they have suffered. I am sure 
thaC this is one reason why the 
Dutch, as well as so many other 
Europeans, take such an active 
interest 
in foreign 
affairs. 


Having been hurt so deeply 
themselves, it is very easy for 
them to empathize with the 
struggles of oppressed peoples 
in other parts of the world. 


I missed Marja Samson on 


this trip. She was the American 
Field Service exchange student 
to Red Bluff when I was a senior 
in 1968. There was a letter from 
her though when I returned to 
Tours. I will be going back to 
Holland to 
visit with her, 


possibly over my three week 
break. 


We have a long vacation 


between the two quarters, and 
this will start in about two 
weeks. I bought a Eurail Pass, 
along with a lot of my friends, 
and this lets us travel wherever 
and whenever we w-_ait. 


I plan to go to Switzerland, 


then probably up through 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, and 
both parts of Germany. Then 
again, I may never leave 
Switzerland! 
My plans are 


subject to change every five 
minutes. 


Many of my friends will be 


going back to school next fall, 
but some of us would like to stay 
over and work. I would like to 
bring a small tour over here 
next summer, so I am checking 
the possibilities of doing that.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


Reagan administration faced a 
mounting fiscal dilemma today: 
how to meet a new budget crisis 
and still get relief for property 
taxpayers and more help for 
schools. 


State money experts advise 


the legislature tonight just how 
bad the 1970-71 budget crisis is. 


Gov. Reagan has confirmed 


preliminary guesses that the 
new budget may be from $100 
million to $200 million in the red, 
partly because cooling of the 
economy has cut down revenue 
estimates from taxes.

envelopes grow a little fatter 
next month when the income tax 
surcharge, imposed in Lyndon 
B. Johnson's last year as 
president to help pay for the 
Vietnam war, becomes history. 


The tax, originally 10 per cent, 


was cut in half last January and 
dies altogether July 1, the day 
the government's new fiscal 
year begins. 
Its passing will 


cost $4.5 billion in federal 
revenue. 


But strapped as the Nixon 


udrpinistration is for cash, with 
budget deficits predicted for the 
old and the new fiscal years, the 
surtax's death may help provide 
something needed even more: 
consumer buying to help end the 
near-recession 
before 
the 


November 
congressional 


elections. 


As a result primarily of the 


surtax's political unpopularity, 
the 
Nixon administration is 


sticking currently to its plan to 
let it fade away. 


But Nixon has pledged to ask 


Congress for new taxes next 
January if conditions don't 
improve. 
He already has 


requested a new tax on gasoline 
containing lead. 


He is content for now to let a 


small deficit —estimated by his 
planners at $1.8 billion for the 
year beginning in July -- stand, 
mainly because his analysts say 
it is caused by a drop in cor- 
porate income taxes brought on 
by the business doldrums 


Ending the surtax won't mean 


much to the average taxpayer — 
an extra 70 cents a week for 
four-member 
families 
with 


$5,(XX) yearly incomes, $1.70 if 
income is $10,000 — but taken 
together it will be a substantial 
economic stimulant matching 
the one that accompanied the 
January cut 


The cut will be especially 


welcome to taxpayers with 
incomes of $5,000, because their 
with-holding taxes actually rose 
in January despite the surtax 
reduction.

To Draft 52,000 Graduates

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 


52,000 of this month's new 
college graduates should have 
no trouble planning their next 
move — they'll soon be drafted. 


The Selective Service system, 


which fell 11,000 men short of 
Pentagon manpower demands 
while 
waiting 
for 
college 


graduates to become available, 
is now about to make up for lost 
time. 


For about 36,000 young men 


graduating now, their number is 
already up, and they will be 
among the first called to fill the 
backlog as well as the new calls 
over the next several months. 


Perhaps 16,000 more — give or 


take several thousand, ac- 
cording to Pentagon estimates 
— will probably follow them into 
basic training by the end of the 
year. 


Draft regulations provide for 


a variety of deferments apart 
from student deferments. 


A man holding a nonstudent 


deferment 
— for example 


because of medical disability or 
family hardship — can continue 
to hold it, regardless of whether 
he also becomes a student or a 
graduate. 


But a student, deferred only 


for the purpose of studying, 
loses that deferment when he 
graduates. 


National headquarters of the 


Selective 
Service 
System 


estimate some 243,000 college 
men will have 
lost 
their 


eligibility for deferment by 
graduating this month and last. 


Some will be eligible for other 


deferments, but about 181,000 
will be reclassified 1-A, meaning 
available for military service. 


Just how fast they 
are 


reclassified depends on their 
local draft boards. Some boards 
require student deferments to 
expire in June; others allow 
them to expire in September. 


Whether, and when, these men 


are drafted depends on their 
standing in the lottery held last 
December. 


In that lottery all men from 19 


to 26 years old were assigned 
numbers 
from 
1 
to 366, 


corresponding to the order in 
which their birthdays were 
drawn from a big glass jar. 


Since then, Selective Service 


has been drafting men by the 
numbers —• lowest number first 
among those in i-A category.

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Red Bluff Girl Writes From Europe

Margaret Ross is a daughter 


of Mr. and Mrs. Larry Ross of 
Red Bluff, graduate of Red Bluff 
High School, former Daily News 
women's page editor, and a 
Stanford University student 


It's a warm, sunny afternoon 


in the French Tourraine, and I 
am sitting on my balcony, which 
overlooks the city of Tours. 


I have been in Prance since 


the end of March. I am studying 
with 78 other American students 
of 
Stiinford 
University's 


Overseas Campus Program. I 
will be here at least through 
August, but there is a strong 
possibility that I will remain in 
Europe for a longer period of 
time. 


As I look around the room, my 


eye is caught by a large map of 
Europe placed next to my bed. 
Five or six little red pins wink 
back at me in remembrance of 
places I've been, and a train of 
postcards down my cupboard 
walls 
adds 
color 
to the 


memories. 


France is beautiful at this 


time of year. The flowers are 
blooming, the gardens 
are 


immaculately tended, and the 
pastry shops are producing 
racks and racks of fresh 
strawberry cakes and tarts. 


The cnerries are ripe now, but 


those are still imported from 
Spain. We eat Jaffa grapefruit, 
Martinique 
bananas, 
and 


Moroccan "blood" oranges, a 
luscious, tangy fruit which, 
when peeled, reveals a blood-red 
meat. 


Most of our other food comes 


from the French provinces — 
shellfish from Marseille and the 
Cote 
d'Azur, 
fruit 
and 


vegetables from the Tourraine, 
butter from Brittany, and wine 
or champagne from almost any 
province of France. 


Our campus is located in the 


heart of Vouvray, a region 
famous 
for 
white 
wines, 


champagnes and old castles. 
The rocky hills channeling the 
Loire are dotted with wine 
caves; on hot afternoons, it's 


great 
to slip in their cold 


darkness for a "degustation." 


Winter was exceptionally !nng 


and hard all over Europe, and 
spring was quite late in coming. 
All of us were glad when our 
first quarter field trip ap- 
proached, and we could escape 
to Italy for two weeks of sun- 
shine and warmth. 


We spent most of the vacation 


in Rome 
It was wonderful to 


walk in that hot Italian sunshine 
and to lie in the Forum grass 
with a creamy scoop of gelati. 


Gelati was the first word we 


learned. 
It means ice cream 


and, of course, Italy is famous 
for the stuff! 


There's a wonderful little ice 


cream store just off Rome's 
Piazza Navona. 
I remember 


passing several 
lovely af- 


ternoons there when our achy 
feot were too tired to shuffle 
another step and our minds were 
too boggled by Roman ruins and 
baroque basilicas. That was the 
time to relax with a "tartuffe," 
a glass of iced water, and the 
afternoon Herald Tribune. 


We did all of the touristy 


things at all of the touristy times 
and had a marvelous trip. 


On our last night in Rome, we 


threw our coins in the Trevi 
fountain to insure our return and 
then walked up Michelangelo's 
Campodoglio to say good-bye to 
the statue of Marcus Aurelius, 
the Forum and the Colosseum. 


I wondered if anything could 


equal Rome, but I hadn't been to 
Florence yet Three days were 
not even an introduction to this 
magnificent city. 


I gave up any thoughts of 


visiting all the museums and 
spent two mornings visiting with 
Michelangelo's David and the 
Unfinished Slaves in the tiny 
Museo dell'Academia. 


It seems funny to think of 


"stumbling" from treasure to 
treasure, but Florence is so rich 
in art and beauty that one's 
senses are literally assaulted by 
it. 


Armed with my trusty copy of 


Traveller's Guide to Europe's 
Art, I would go leather shopping 


in the afternoons, knowing full 
well that I wouldn't get two 
blocks without running into the 
Medici tombs of Ghiberti's 
"Doors of Paradise." 


But again, my last memory of 


Florence is one of food — fresh 
strawberries and lemon sherbet 
on the Ponte Vecchio before the 
tram pulled out for Paris. 


How many times have I been 


to Paris? I really don't know. 
But each time is more exciting 
than the time before. I could tell 
you about the Matisse exhibit at 
the Palais Royal or the Tour 
d'Eiffel, but I'd much rather 
talk about the little galleries on 
the Rive Gauche or getting up 
early in the morning to go to the 
great central market of France, 
Les Halles. 


Parris is famous for its art, 


but, in addition to the great 
museums, there are scores of 
little galleries all over the city, 
specializing in everything from 
Toulouse-Lautrec posters to 
Miro lithos and Picasso vases. 
All of them are happy to show 
you their collections, even when 
it's quite obvious that you are 
just an itinerant student who 
couldn't possibly 
afford that 


Steinberg pen and ink. 


Early one morning I forced 


myself out of bed and caught the 
Metro (subway) Les Halles to 
watch the buying and selling of 
the produce. L.es Halles opens at 
two in the morning, and it's an 
"in" thing to go there for a bowl 
of onion soup after an evening at 
the theatre. 


All roads lead to Paris, so 


consequently all produce, meats 
and fish come to the great 
central 
market 
for 


redistribution to the provinces. 


Butchers in bloody aprons 


hack at great sides of meat; the 
floor is slippery with ice 
discarded from the chilled 
seafood; and great orange 
lobsters and and crayfish, tiny 
brown snails, as well as eels in 
all sizes and shapes, rest next to 
carp and blue trout.

To Draft 52,000 Graduates 


By STAN BENJAMIN 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 


32,000 of this month's 
new 


college graduates should have 
no trouble planning their next 
move — they'll soon be drafted. 


The Selective Service system, 


which fell 11,000 men short of 
Pentagon manpower demands 
while waiting 
for college 


graduates to become available, 
is now about to make up for lost 
time. 


For about 36,000 young men 


graduating now, their number is 
already up, and they will be 
among the first called to fill the 
backlog as well as the new calls 
over the next several months. 


Perhaps 16,000 more — give or 


take several thousand, ac- 
cording to Pentagon estimates 
— will probably follow them into 
basic training by the end of the 
year. 


Draft regulations provide for 


a variety of deferments apart 
from student deferments. 


A man holding a nonstudent 


deferment 
— for example 


because of medical disability or 
family hardship — can continue 
to hold it, regardless of whether 
he also becomes a student or a 
graduate. 


But a student, deferred only 


for the purpose of studying, 
loses that deferment when he 
graduates. 


National headquarters of the 


Selective 
Service 
System 


estimate some 243,000 college 
men will have lost 
their 


eligibility for deferment hy 
graduating this month and last. 


Some will be eligible for other 


deferments, but about 191,000 
will be reclassified 1-A, meaning 
available for military service. 


Just how fast 
they 
are 


reclassified 
depends on their 


local draft boards. Some boards 
require student deferments to 
expire in June; others allow 
them to expire in September. 


Whether, and when, these men 


are drafted depends on their 
standing in the lottery held last 
December. 


In that lottery all men from 19 


to 26 years old were assigned 
numbers 
from 
1 to 366, 


corresponding to the order in 
which their birthdays were 
drawn from a big glass jar. 


Since then, Selective Service 


has been drafting men by the 
numbers — lowest number first 
amonc those in l-A category.

for almost a week. It was in- 
credibly beautiful.

were blooming at the Keukenhof 
Gardens, and the city itself was 
alive with color. 


Again it was a working 


holiday. In the daytime, I ex- 
plored the canals and wondered 
through the Rijksmuseum. 
In 


the evenings, I sat by the win- 
dow in my little pension-hotel 
and hassled those irregular 
French 
verbs 
and 
deficit 


spending problems — that is, 
when I wasn't rereading The 
Diary of Anne Frank. 


The house of this little girl in 


Amsterdam is one of the most 
poignant places 
I have ever 


seen. A series of small, rottenly 
furnished rooms housed a 
melange of eight people for two 
years during the bitte' est part of 
the Nazi occupation.

I am sure 
that this is one reason why the 
Dutch, as well as so many other 
Europeans, take such an active 
interest 
in foreign affairs. 


Having been hurt so deeply 
themselves, it is very easy for 
them to empathize with the 
struggles of oppressed peoples 
in other parts of the world. 


I missed Marja Samson on 


this trip. She was the American 
Field Service exchange student 
to Red Bluff when I was a senior 
in 1968. There was a letter from 
her though when I returned to 
Tours. I will be going back to 
Holland to 
visit with her, 


possibly over my three week 
break. 


We have a long vacation 


between the two quarters, and 
this will start in about two 
weeks. I bought a Eurail Pass, 
along with a lot of my friends, 
and this lets us travel wherever 
and whenever we want. 


I plan to go to Switzerland, 


then probably up through 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, and 
both parts of Germany. Then 
again, I may never leave 
Switzerland! 
My plans are 


subject to change every five 
minutes. 


Many of my friends will be 


going back to school next fall, 
but some of us would like to stay 
over and work. I would like to 
bring a small tour over here 
next summer, so I am checking 
the possibilities of doing that.

WASHINGTON CAP) — Pay 


envelopes grow a little fatter 
next month when the income tax 
surcharge, imposed in Lyndon 
B. Johnson's last year as 
president to help pay for the 
Vietnam war, becomes history. 


The tax, originally 10 per cent, 


was cut in half last January and 
dies altogether July 1, the day 
the government's new fiscal 
year begins. 
Its passing will 


cost $4.5 billion in federal 
revenue. 


But strapped as the Nixon 


administration is for cash, with 
budget deficits predicted for the 
old and the new fiscal years, the 
surtax's death may help provide 
something needed even more:

surtax's political unpopularity, 
the Nixon administration is 
sticking currently to its plan to 
let it fade away.

He is content for now to let a 


small deficit — estimated by his

Ending the surtax won't mean 


much to the average taxpayer — 
an extra 70 cents a week for 
four-member 
families with 


$5,000 yearly incomes, $1.70 if 
income is $10,000 — but taken 
together it will be a substantial 
economic stimulant matching 
the one that accompanied the 
January cut. 


The cut will be especially 


welcome to taxpayers with 
incomes of $5,000, because their 
with-holding taxes actually rose 
in January despite the surtax 
reduction

WASHINGTON — In recent 
times you hear militants on 
radio and television trying to 
justify the use of violence to 
bring social change. You hear it 
from some quarters of the 
academic world, and even read 
it in books by persons in high 
authority. 
These defenders of violence 
claim they can prove that it can 
be 
exercised 
within 
the 
democratic system to achieve 
justified ends. It is about time 
these arguments were examined 
and refuted, logically. 
These advocates of violence 
say the use thereof brings to the 
forefront social ills and that 
instead of trying to curb the 
violence, efforts should be 
turned onto the ills that produce 
it. 
This argument assumes that 
those advocating violence are in 
some way omniscient, capable 
of deciding for society what is 
good and what is wrong. 


GRANTED, SOCIAL ills may 
bring about violence, it is not an 
easy task to determine which, if 
any, social ills brought a par­ 
ticular eruption of violence. And 
if the cause of a particular 
violence is identified, the cure 
may necessarily be a long lone. 
Is violence then to be condoned 
during the whole time it might 
take to cure the ill or right the 
wrong? 
H. Rap Brown said a few 
years ago that “violence is as 
American as cherry pie,” and 
this phrase has been echoed as 
justification for violence ever 
since by the immature students 
and others who want revolution. 
Well, even if true, it*s a pretty 
slim 
argument. 
Perhaps 
murder, rape, robbery (read the 
FBI statistics sometime) is* as 
American as cherry ,»ie. but no 


reasonable person argues they 
are justified or desirable. 
Violence was used in the 
American Revolution to pull the 
country away from a tyrannical 
rule, so why shouldn’t it be used 
now? 
Advocates of violence 
often advance this line. 


THERE IS a great difference 
between the two situations: The 
American colonists had no 
means of remedying their 
grievances by peaceful con­ 
stitutional change. 
Those ad­ 
vocating change today do have 
the recourse of the courts and 
the Constitution to which to 
bring their grievances. 
And 
among the built-in means of 
remedying grievances is the 
ballot box — something the 
American settlers did not have. 
Another argument advanced 
for the justification of violence is 
that existing means of dissent 
without violence are inadequate. 
What they are really saying is 
that as members of a minority 
viewpoint, they have been 
unable (perhaps because of the 
weakness of their argument) to 
persuade the majority that their 
view is right. 
The state itself uses force and 
violence, so why should not 
segments of the population be 
allowed to do the same? This 
line has been advanced by those 
who would justify 
student 
violence because American 
troops are using violence in 
Vietnam. 
This argument does not hold 
water. No civilized country can 
endure without state authority 
— authority to protect itself 
from enemies without and 
enemies within. It is absurd to 
say that each member of society 
should individually have this 
authority. 


THE DISSIDENTS say that 
violence and the threat of 


violence have proven the most 
effective means of bringing 
about social reform. 
This 
assertion does not withstand the 
test of history. 
India won independence, not 
by the exercise of violence, but 
through the non-violent politics 
of Ghandi. Martin Luther King 
has won more gains of Civil 
Rights in this country than has 
all the advocates of violence put 
together. 
In a democratic society where 
there are numerous means of 
changing conditions — con­ 
stitutional guarantees, the 
courts, and the ballot box — 


there can be no way to justify 
violence and make it legitimate 
for it is contrary to democracy 
itself. 
Violence breeds more 
violence. 
It is immoral in a 
democratic society, and it is 
counter-productive. 
This is being born out in 
America today: When students 
or others resort to violence, it 
produces violence from the 
najority against them. 
And 
every time such violent episodes 
occur, it tends to polarize 
opinion more and drive more 
and more people into the op­ 
posing camp, and is therefore 
counter-productive. 


Atmospheric Change 
Seen New Jet Danger

congressional critic of the 
Supersonic transport says a 
secret Boeing Co. study predicts 
that regular SST operations will 
produce atmospheric changes 
that could alter the climate. 

D-Wis., 
says the study concludes that 
water vapor placed in the upper 
atmosphere by the SST will 
result in increased cloud for­ 
mation that could significantly 
decrease the earth’s tem­ 
perature.

effect on the weather." 
Reuss said the Boeing study is 
based on the assumption that 500

the amount of money spent on education. According to the National 
Committee for the Support of the Public Schools, expenditures for 
the academic year 1969-70 ranged from a low of $438 in Alabama to 
a high of $1,251 in New York. Yet the differences between school 
districts within the same state may be just as great. New York has 
districts which spend less than $500 per pupil and others which 
spend more than $1,500. 
In 1967, per pupil expenditures in 


California ranged from $274 in its poorest district to $1,710 in its 
wealthiest, and in Michigan from $394 to $915. "No state," says the 
committee, "is without significant ranges in per pupil ex- 
penditure." 


This is not just a problem of the inner cities. Rural areas and 


bedroom communities whose taxable wealth consists almost ex- 
clusively of low to middle-value residential properties are finding 
this an increasingly inadequate base to support the many school- 
age children of young families attracted to these communities. In 
contrast, prestigious suburbs with shopping centers and high- 
priced homes and above-average income easily generate resources 
to purchase superior school services. So do areas with high con- 
centrations of industry. The states have various aid formulas 
which favor poor districts over rich, but these mainly provide a 
minimum floor of support while doing little to equalize disparities 
in local wealth. 


This long-standing public policy, which permits the quality of a 


child's education to be determined more by the accident of 
residence than any other factor, is coming under sharp attack. 
State educational finance systems which permit such inequities 
are, in fact, unconstitutional, critics claim, and they are using the 
same article of the Constitution under which the Supreme Court 
laid down its famous "one man, one vote" doctrine to spearhead 
attacks on these systems in the courts. The Fourteenth Amend- 
ment states in part that no state shall "deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws." 


The only case to reach the Supreme Court thus far arose in 


Chicago. In "Mclnnis vs. Ogilvie," the plaintiffs asked that Illinois 
legislation which provided for and permitted the distribution of 
public monies "not based upon the educational needs of children" 
and which "resulted in unequal per pupil expenditures" be 
declared unconstitutional and a permanent injunction be granted. 
A three-judge federal district court, while recognizing the 
inequities and conceding that "presumably students receiving a 
$1,000 education were^better educated than those acquiring a $600 
schooling," dismissed the suit because it neither found the Illinois 
statutes discriminatory or arbitrary nor could it discern any 
"judicially manageable standards" upon which to grant relief. On 
appeal, the U.S. Supreme Court summarily affirmed the district 
court without oral argument or formal opinion.

Hanoi Plans Revealed

WASHINGTON — From in- 


telligence reports and captured 
documents, it is now possible to 
anticipate the enemy's next 
moves in Indochina: 


1 The North Vietnamese 


probably will make what one 
report calls "a cosmetic con- 
cession" this summer. They 
might accept the Democratic 
Policy Council's call for a 
complete U.S. withdrawal from 
Vietnam in 18 months, offering 
American troops safe conduct 
out of the country. The intention 
would be to cause political 
mischief in the U.S. by making 
the Democratic appeal an issue 
in the November election 
campaign. 


2. President Nixon's aim that 


the Cambodian operation would 
bring pressure upon Hanoi to 
negotiate an "honorable peace" 
appears to have backfired. The 
intelligence reports indicate 
that Hanoi has been less im- 
pressed with U.S. military 
successes in Cambodia than 
with the domestic upheaval the 
operation 
has 
caused 
in 


America. The anti-war clamor 
in Congress and upon the 
campuses 
probably has en- 


couraged the North Vietnamese 
to hold out for a settlement on 
their terms. All the available 
intelligence suggests that they 
don't intend to engage in 
meaningful negotiations in 
Paris but look upon the truce 
talks as a device to extract 
concessions from the U.S. 


NO MORE SANCTUARIES 


3. 
Contrary 
to 
press 


speculation, the North Viet- 
namese aren't expected to 
return to their Cambodian 
sanctuaries after the Americans 
clear out. The losses were so 
staggering that the North 
Vietnamese won't likely risk 
storing their supplies in large 
centers again. Instead, they are 
expected to keep their forces in 
Cambodia dispersed and to store 
their supplies in scattered, 
small caches. 


4. The communist hold on the 


South Vietnamese countryside 
already had deteriorated before 
the Cambodian adventure. The 
destruction of their supply 
centers should create severe 
shortages that will hamper Viet 
Cong operations around Saigon 
and in the Mekong delta. To 
mask this weakness, the com- 
munists probably will step up 
their shellings and hit-and-run 
attacks in the northern sectors. 
They are also expected to in- 
crease their military pressure 
upon the Lon Nol government in 
Cambodia. 


At the same time, the South 


Vietnamese Army has been 
bolstered by their successes in 
Cambodia, as President Nixon 
has happily reported. This may 
turn out, however, to be a mixed 
blessing. For the exhilarated 
South Vietnamese generals have 
become more gung-ho than 
ever. The Nixon administration 
may find it difficult to restrain 
them from widening the war, 
even more difficult to get their 
agreement to any political 
settlement.

BELGRADE — The govern-

elation 
of 
national 
in- 


dependence. 
His enthusiasm 


was altogether genuine. 


"Of course," he said, "I have 


to admit that there is opposition 
to our program." What kind of 
opposition? I asked. "Well," he 
said, "there is opposition from 
the statists, who think that our 
departure from Stalinism is 
wrong; and there is also op- 
position from those who think 
that we are not moving fast 
enough in the direction we're 
going." 


I leaned forward in the chair 


and asked excitedly: "Which of 
the oppositions would you 
classify as your left wing, which 
as your right wing?" "Why," he 
said thoughtfully, "the statists 
— the Stalinists — are our right 
wing, and the impatient are our 
left wing." 


I find thai a fascinating 


commentary 
on 
the 
ex- 


traordinary thing that is hap- 
pening in Yugoslavia. 
The 


ruling class, under what is now 
an 
avuncular 
Tito 
(as 


distinguished from the Tito who 
not so long ago used to like to tell 
the lightning-bugs when to 
shine), is discovering the ex- 
traordinary 
benefits 
of 


economic and bureaucratic 
freedom. Agriculture is largely 
de-collectivized; the six con- 
stituent republics exercise real 
power; scientific knowledge 
circulates freely; the frontiers 
are open; only 20 per cent of the 
GNP is appropriated by all the 
governments combined 
The 


result is that the standard of 
living has soared. 


But it is very untactful, in 


Yugoslavia, to press upon the 
exuberant managers the formal 
point that what they are slowly 
doing is discovering the ex- 
traordinary uses of the free 
market. 
There isn't, really, 


anything much to be gained 
from such ideological I-told-you- 
so-ism. 
The Titoists refer to 


their system as "socialist" at 
every opportunity. So what? 
Moreover, it is evidence of their 
terminological integrity that 
they should think 
of 
the 


Stalinists in their midst as 
representing the "right" wing, 
while on their left -- those who 
urge even greater economic and 
political freedoms: 
i.e., those 


who in America would be 
thought of as Goldwater con- 
servatives — are their left wing. 


It is important, in Yugoslavia, 


to understand that Tito greatly 
desires to go down in history as 
having midwifed a brand n-?w 


social form, or if you like, 
synthesis. He desires his name 
to become an eqonym: for a 
dreamy social arrangement 
which is on the one hand won- 
d e r f u l l y 
p r o d u c t i v e 


economically, 
free 
in- 


tellectually, and yet socially 
cohesive. He was for years and 
years a most fundamentalist 
member of the Communist 
apparatus, and he cannot stand, 
in his later years, to abandon the 
old liturgy, never mind that 
what is going on in Yugoslavia is 
as far removed from what goes 
on in the Soviet Union as Hong 
Kong is removed from Peking. 
"We are half way towards 
where we want to go," the 
seasoned and enthusiastic editor 
of the Party journal — Kom- 
munist — told me. "Where do 
you see yourself as having 
arrived after you have com- 
pleted the journey?" I asked. 
"It is a never-ending journey," 
he said. 
"In that case, you 


haven't come half-way," I 
ventured primly; he agreed, a 
formalistic concession. I did not 
tell him that the ideas he iwd 
just elaborated would have 
qualified him, in America, to 
serve as editor of U.S. News & 
World Report. 


It is as seemly to be en- 


thusiastic 
over 
the con- 


temporary Tito as it was to be 
enthusiastic over the Dubcek of 
1S68. You nave only to travel 
from Russia to Yugoslavia — 
or for 
that matter 
from 


Rournania to Yugoslavia — to 
rejoice at what you see hap- 
pening, and to admit, most 
happily, that however defective 
the reasoning of the Truman and 
Eisenhower Administrations 
might in fact have been, in fact 
it is, providentially, paying off. 


It may be that we do not 


deserve a significant part of the 
credit, but 
it is absolutely, 


unquestionably 
true, 
that 


America's policy of encouraging 
Titoism in Yugoslavia iif you 
rule 
out the liberationist 


alternatives that were available 
to us after the wan, has served 
us. Served us, as beneficiaries 
of an East European showcase 
of the relative advantages of 
relative freedom — a fox in the 
bosom of Soviet ideology. And, 
above all, served the Yugoslavs, 
who can look with pity and scorn 
at the hideousness of those who 
are condemned to continue to 
live according to the gospel of 
Lenin and Stalin.

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Clamor For Equal Education

"One man, one vote" is the law, if not the perfect practice, in 


every state. Many concerned citizens are arguing that "one school 
student, one standard of school expenditure" ought to be the rule 
within every state as well. 


It is no secret that striking differences exist between states in 


the amount of money spent on education. According to the National 
Committee for the Support of the Public Schools, expenditures for 
the academic year 1969-70 ranged from a low of $438 in Alabama to 
a high of $1,251 in New York. Yet the differences between school 
districts within the same state may be just as great. New York has 
districts which spend less than $500 per pupil and others which 
spend more than $1,500. 
In 1967, per pupil expenditures in 


California ranged from $274 in its poorest district to $1,710 in its 
wealthiest, and in Michigan from $394 to $915. "No state," says the 
committee, "is without significant ranges in per pupil ex- 
penditure." 


This is not just a problem of the inner cities. Rural areas and 


bedroom communities whose taxable wealth consists almost ex- 
clusively of low to middle-value residential properties are finding 
this an increasingly inadequate base to support the many school- 
age children of young families attracted to these communities. In 
contrast, prestigious suburbs with shopping centers and high- 
priced homes and above-average income easily generate resources 
to purchase superior school services. So do areas with high con- 
centrations of industry. The states have various aid formulas 
which favor poor districts over rich, but these mainly provide a 
minimum floor of support while doing little to equalize disparities 
in local wealth. 


This long-standing public policy, which permits the quality of a 


child's education to be determined more by the accident of 
residence than any other factor, is coming under sharp attack. 
State educational finance systems which permit such inequities 
are, in fact, unconstitutional, critics claim, and they are using the 
same article of the Constitution under which the Supreme Court 
laid down its famous "one man, one vote" doctrine to spearhead 
attacks on these systems in the courts. The Fourteenth Amend- 
ment states in part that no state shall "deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws." 


The only case to reach the Supreme Court thus far arose in 


Chicago. In "Mclnnis vs. Ogilvie," the plaintiffs asked that Illinois 
legislation which provided for and permitted the distribution of 
public monies "not based upon the educational needs of children" 
and which "resulted in unequal per pupil expenditures" be 
declared unconstitutional and a permanent injunction be granted. 
A three-judge federal district court, while recognizing the 
inequities and conceding that "presumably students receiving a 
$1,000 education were-better educated than those acquiring a $600 
schooling," dismissed the suit because it neither found the Illinois 
statutes discriminatory or arbitrary nor could it discern any 
"judicially manageable standards" upon which to grant relief. On 
appeal, the U.S. Supreme Court summarily affirmed the district 
court without oral argument or formal opinion.

WASHINGTON — From in- 


telligence reports and captured 
documents, it is now possible to 
anticipate the enemy's next 
moves in Indochina

The North Vietnamese 


probably will make what one 
report calls "a cosmetic con- 
cession" this summer. They 
might accept the Democratic 
Policy Council's call for a 
complete U.S. withdrawal from 
Vietnam in 18 months, offering 
American troops safe conduct 
out of the country. The intention 
would be to cause political 
mischief in the U S. by making 
the Democratic appeal an issue 
in the November election 
campaign. 


2. President Nixon's aim that 


the Cambodian opeiation would 
bring pressure upon Hanoi to 
negotiate an "honorable peace" 
appears to have backfired. The 
intelligence reports indicate 
that Hanoi has been less im- 
pressed with U.S. military 
successes in Cambodia than 
with the domestic upheaval the 
operation 
has 
caused 
in 


America. The anti-war clamor 
in Congress and upon the 
campuses 
probably has en- 


couraged the North Vietnamese 
to hold out for a settlement on 
their terms. All the available 
intelligence suggests that they 
don't intend to engage in 
meaningful negotiations in 
Paris but look upon the truce 
talks as a device to extract 
concessions from the U.S. 


NO MORE SANCTUARIES

speculation, 
the North Viet- 


namese aren't expected to 
return to their Cambodian 
sanctuaries after the Americans 
clear out. The losses were so 
staggering that the North 
Vietnamese won't likely risk 
storing their supplies in large 
centers again. Instead, they are 
expected to keep their forces in 
Cambodia dispersed and to store 
their supplies in scattered, 
small caches. 


4. The communist hold on the 


South Vietnamese countryside 
already had deteriorated before 
the Cambodian adventure. The 
destruction of their supply 
centers should create severe 
shortages that will hamper Viet 
Cong operations around Saigon 
and in the Mekong delta. To 
mask this weakness, the com- 
munists probably will step up 
their shellings and hit-and-run 
attacks in the northern sectors. 
They are also expected to in- 
crease their military pressure 
upon the Lon Nol government in 
Cambodia. 


At the same time, the South 


Vietnamese Army has been 
bolstered by their successes in 
Cambodia, as President Nixon 
has happily reported. This may 
turn out, however, to be a mixed 
blessing. For the exhilarated 
South Vietnamese generals have 
become more gung-ho than 
ever. The Nixon administration 
may find it difficult to restrain 
them from widening the war, 
even more difficult to get their 
agreement to any political 
settlement.

pay, the Congressman draws 
about $10,000 a year from his law 
firm. For a time, he kept the 
secretary in his law office, Hazel 
Thompson, on the government 
payroll. He also arranged a 
government salary for An- 
neliese Levine, a hairdresser. 


One Gilbert aide, George 


Cebollero, 
enrolled 
two 


daughters in the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps last year by 
claiming he was making less 
than $3,800 a year. His actual 
income totaled more than 
$19,000. 


Another trusted assistant, 


Domingo Ramos, was caught 
embezzling $1,126 in anti- 
poverty funds in 1966. Both

Gilbert's payroll under fire. 


As a member of the powerful 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Gilbert not only has been 
a friend of the Seafarers but a 
champion of the Savings and 
Loan lobby. He has also gone to 
bat for such industrial Goliaths 
as Tenneco, Inc., a natural gas 
firm.

BELGRADE — The govern- 


ment official, whose spoken 
English is better than most 
American 
professors', 
ex- 


plained excitedly what is hap- 
pening in Yugoslavia — the 
trends towards political and 
economic 
decentralization, 


towards intellectual (if not yet 
political) freedom, the nervous 
elation 
of 
national 
in- 


dependence. 
His enthusiasm 


was altogether genuine. 


"Of course," he said, "I have 


to admit that there is opposition 
to our program." What kind of 
opposition? I asked. "Well," he 
said, "there is opposition from 
the statists, who think that our 
departure from Stalinism is 
wrong; and there is also op- 
position from those who think 
•hat we are not moving fast 
enough in the direction we're 
going." 


I leaned forward in the chair 


and asked excitedly: "Which of 
the oppositions would you 
classify as your left wing, which 
as your right wing?" "Why," he 
said thoughtfully, "the statists 
— the Stalinists — are our right 
wing, and the impatient are our 
left wing." 


I find that a fascinating 


commentary 
on 
the 
ex- 


traordinary thing that is hap- 
pening in Yugoslavia. 
The 


ruling class, ander what is now 
an 
avuncular 
Tito 
(as 


distinguished from the Tito who 
not so long ago used to like to tell 
the lightning-bugs when to 
shine), is discovering the ex- 
traordinary 
benefits 
of 


economic and bureaucratic 
freedom. Agriculture is largely 
de-collectivized; the six con- 
stituent republics exercise real 
power, scientific knowledge 
circulates freely, the frontiers 
are open only 20 per cent of the 
GNP is appropriated by all the 
governments combined 
The 


result is that the standard of 
living has soared. 


But it is very untactful, in 


Yugoslavia, to press upon the 
exuberant managers the formal 
point that what they are slowly 
doing is discovering the ex- 
traordinary uses of the free 
market 
There isn't, really, 


anything much to be gained 
from such ideological I-told-you- 
Svvism. 
The Titoists refer io 


their system as "socialist" at 
every opportunity. So what? 
Moreover, it is evidence of their 
terminological integrity that 
they should think 
of 
the 


Stalinists in their midst as 
representing the "right" wing, 
while on their left — those who 
urge even greater economic and 
political freedoms: 
i.e., those 


who in America would be 
uiuugui. of ss Ccldv.'ater con- 
servatives — are their left wing. 


It is important., m Yugoslavia, 


to understand that Tito greatly 
desires to go down in historv as 
having midwifed a brand n,;w 


social form, or if you like, 
synthesis. He desires his name 
to become an eqonym: 
for a 


dreamy social arrangement 
which is on the one hand won- 
d e r f u l l y 
p r o d u c t i v e 


economically, 
free 
in- 


tellectually, and yet socially 
cohesive. He was for years and 
years a most fundamentalist 
member of the Communist 
apparatus, and he cannot stand, 
in his later years, to abandon the 
old liturgy, never mind that 
what is going on in Yugoslavia is 
as far removed from what goes 
on in the Soviet Union as Hong 
Kong is removed from Peking. 
"We are half way towards 
where we want to go," the 
seasoned and enthusiastic editor 
of the Party journal — Kom- 
munist — told me. "Where do 
you see yourself as having 
arrived afw;*' you have com- 
pleted the journey9" I asked. 
"It is a never-ending journey," 
he said. 
"In that case, you 


haven't come half-way," I 
ventured primly; he agreed, a 
formalistic concession. I did not 
tell him that the ideas he had 
just elaborated would have 
qualified him, in America, to 
serve as editor of U.S. News & 
World Report. 


It is as seemly to be en- 


thusiastic 
over 
the 
con- 


temporary Tito as it was to be 
enthusiastic over the Dubcek of 
1968. You have only to travel 
from Russia to Yugoslavia — 
or for that matter 
from 


Roumania to Yugoslavia — to 
rejoice at what you see hap- 
pening, and to admit most 
happily, that however defective 
the reasoning of the Truman and 
Eisenhower Administrations 
might in fact have been, in fact 
it is, providentially, paying off. 


It may be that we do not 


deserve a significant part of the 
credit, but 
it is absolutely, 


unquestionably 
true, 
that 


America's policy of encouraging 
Titoism in Yugoslavia (if you 
rule out 
the 
liberationist 


alternatives that were available 
to us after '.he war), has served 
us. Served us, as beneficiaries 
of an East European showcase 
of the relative advantages of 
relative freedom — a fox in the 
bosom of Soviet ideology. And, 
above all, served the Yugoslavs, 
who can look with pity and scorn 
at the hideousness of those who 
are condemned to continue to 
live according to the gospel of 
Lenin and Stalin.

case of pursued animals, scent 
hangs in the air behind them for 
a brief oenoa tnen it settles on 
the ground or is dissipated by 
the wind 


Nature has a way of balancing 


values, The nerve size is related 
to the animal's need for an acute 
sense of smell 
For example 


the nerve is large in the horse 
larger in the swine whose food >s 
often buried in the ground or 
deeply immersed in refuse, and 
even greater in the dog who 
originally had to depend upon 
his sense of smell for its very

The downfall of every pitcher 


comes after he walks a man. 
Often a walk is followed by a 
base hit. 


You must try to get the first 


man out at the start of every 
inning. If you do that you will 
prevent a lot of rallies. Walk the 
leadoff man and the other team 
has you in a bind. They can bunt 
that man to second and on many 
occasions that man will steal 
second base if he has speed on 
the basepaths. 


If you get the first man and 


you still find the bases loaded, a 
double play will still get you out 
of the inning. That's what makes 
that first batter so important to 
a pitcher. 


Because I wasn't blessed with 


the type of talent where I could 
go out and strike out every 
batter I try to get the hitter to hit 
at my pitch. I strike out my 
share but primarily I try to 
make a batter hit the type of 
pitch I want him to hit. 


This does two things. First of 


all it gives my fielders a chance 
to help me out. Secondly, it gives 
me a chance to throw fewer 
pitches during a ball game. 
Fewer pitches mean that I will 
make fewer mistakes, and all 
pitchers should try to cut down 
on mistakes. 


All pitchers should loosen up 


gradually. In my case I love to 
do exercises before I pitch. This 
helps me to stretch my legs and 
my trunk which includes my 
hips and waist and also my 
shoulders. 


This helps me stay supple and 


it also prepares me for my 
game. Then I go into my war-

No matter whether you pitch 


in the Little League or the major 
leagues you must consistently 
get the ball over the plate to 
become a winning pitcher. 


The downfall of every pitcher 


comes after he walks a man. 
Often a walk is followed by a 
base hit. 


You must try to get the first 


man out at the start of every 
inning. If you do that you will 
prevent a lot of rallies. Walk the 
leadoff man and the other team 
has you in a bind. They can bunt 
that man to second and on many 
occasions that man will steal 
second base if he has speed on 
the basepaths. 


If you get the first man and 


you still find the bases loaded, a 
double play will still get you out 
of the inning. That's what makes 
that first ba'ter so important to 
a pitcher. 


Because I wasn't blessed with 


the type of talent where I could 
go out and strike out every 
batter I try to get the hitter to hit 
at my pitch I strike out my 
share but primarily I try to 
make a batter hit the type of 
pitch I want him to hit. 


This does two things. First of 


all it gives my fielders a chance 
to help me out. Secondly, it gives 
me a chance to throw fewer 
pitches during a ball game. 
Fewer pitches mean that I will 
make fewer mistakes, and all 
pitchers should try to cut down 
on mistakes. 


All pitchers should loosen up 


gradually. In my case I love to 
do exercises before I pitch. This 
helps me to stretch my legs and 
my trunk which includes my 
hips and waist and also my 
shoulders. 


This helps me stay supple and 


it also prepares me for my 
game. Then I go into my war-
